January 17th. LT. PETE WEAVER is the future Training Officer. The group was
welcomed by the Mayor and Council.

TO AND ADJOINS THE PRESENT BOUNDARY LIMITS OF THE CITY
OF AUSTIN, IN PARTICULARS STATED IN THE ORDINANCE.

be appointed Commissioner, and authorized to negotiate for the sale of Lots 17
and 18, Block i*,9outh Heights Addition to Mr. Knox Wright for not less tnan the
total amount of taxes, penalty and interest and court costs due the City, County
and State; to execute a deed to the property; to receive the proceeds of sale;
and to disburse the proceeds to the taxing agencies. The motion, seconded by
Councilman Palmer, carried by the following vote:
